By-law Amending the Canada Deposit Insurance Corporation Deposit 
Insurance Policy By-law, to harmonize the policy of deposit insurance with 
recent amendments to the CDIC Act. For example, the prohibition against the 
disclosure of prescribed information contained in section 10.1 of the By-law 
will be made permanent by the Amending By-law. This ensures consistency 
with the prohibition contained in the Supervisory Information Regulations 
enacted pursuant to the Bank Act and the Trust and Loan Companies Act, 
which came into force on January 31, 2001. In addition, CDIC has included 
changes of a more technical nature to clarify existing terms and conditions of 
the policy of deposit insurance. (Published in the Canada Gazette Part I on Jan- 
uary 26, 2002) 


By-law Amending the Canada Deposit Insurance Corporation Differential 
Premiums By-law, to update the criteria or factors to be taken into account in 
determining the category in which a member institution is classified and fixing 
or determining the amount of the annual premium applicable to each category 
may only be made by by-law.

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Manner of Disposal of Detained, Seized or Forfeited Goods Regulations Preclearance Act 
(Preclearance Act), to set out the manner in which preclearance officers (U.S. 

officials preclearing passengers and goods into the United States) may dispose 

of detained or seized goods. More specifically: subsection 2(1) of these Regu- 

lations requires a preclearance officer to transfer any good detained under para- 

graph 26(1)(a) of the Act without delay to a Canadian officer if, for example, 

the good poses a risk of contamination under public health, food inspection or 

plant and animal health laws; subsection 3(1) of these Regulations provides the

ucts derived from animals treated with these drugs; and food products 
containing residues of these drugs.

Sealers 
using firearms would also be required to administer a blinking reflex test before 
skinning or bleeding the carcass. The amendment will introduce a requirement 
for both commercial and personal-use sealers to land either the seal pelt or car- 
cass, or both. This amendment will make it illegal to harvest a seal for organs 
or other individual parts and discard the rest of the animal. Gear restrictions 
that apply in most of Atlantic Canada and Quebec are extended to apply to 
commercial sealing in Labrador. This would prevent the use of nets for any 
commercial sealing in Atlantic Canada and would ensure a consistent standard 
for all commercial sealers. The use of nets is considered inhumane. (Published 
in the Canada Gazette Part I on March 2, 2002)

lawful owners to apply to the Minister for the return of their vehicles; to spec- 
ify the circumstances under which seized objects may be returned, as well as 
objective criteria that must be satisfied prior to such return; to permit the return 
of seized vehicles to their lawful owners on payment of a $5,000 fee, provided 
that the lawful owner demonstrates that he or she did not profit from the fraud- 
ulent or improper use of the vehicle, and that he or she are unlikely to contra- 
vene the Act in future; oblige the Minister to dispose of seized objects that are 
not returned; and do not retain current provisions regarding declaratory judg- 
ments by a provincial court wherein mortgagee and lien-holder interests may 
be declared unaffected by the seizure.

EMPLOYMENT 


Employment Insurance Regulations, amendment, to implement a system to 
allow the Canada Employment Insurance Commission to charge interest on 
debts that are owed to the Employment Insurance Account. The proposed regu- 
lations would establish the following rules about payment of interest: The char- 
acteristics of the EI Interest Program are as follows: interest will be charged 
only on debts resulting from misrepresentation by the claimant; in the case of 
debts that do not arise from a claimant’s misrepresentation, no interest will be 
charged; interest will not be charged on debts that arise from a Commission 
error in benefit payment; interest will start from the date on which the debtor is 
notified of the amount owing; interest will be charged at the Bank of Canada 
average rate plus 3 percent, and it will be calculated daily and compounded 
monthly; amounts repaid by the claimant will be applied first to amounts of 
outstanding interest and then to the amount of the oldest EI debt within the six- 
year recovery period prescribed by the EI Act; interest will not be charged 
while the decision that gave rise to the debt is under appeal or other review. The 
Commission may also waive or reduce the amount of interest where: the 
administration costs of the collection of interest would exceed the amount of 
the interest owing; the interest is payable in respect of an outstanding debt that 
has already been settled in whole, or in part, in favour of the debtor; or the 
accrual of interest on a particular penalty or amount of indebtedness would 
result in undue hardship to the debtor. Interest charges will cease in the follow- 
ing situations: with the repayment of the debt; upon the death of the debtor; if 
the amount of the debt has been written off; or if the accrued interest is written 
off under section 56. (Published in the Canada Gazette Part I on March 30,

ENVIRONMENT 


On-Road Vehicle and Engine Emission Regulations, to introduce more strin- 
gent national emission standards for on-road vehicles and engines. The pro- 
posed Regulations for controlling emissions from on-road vehicles and engines 
will come into effect on September 1, 2003. The proposed Regulations, which 
would replace the emission Regulations previously adopted under the Motor 
Vehicle Safety Act, would continue the past practice of aligning Canadian stan- 
dards with the federal emission standards of the U.S. Environmental Protection 
Agency. The proposed Regulations apply to persons in the business of manu- 
facturing, distributing or importing on-road vehicles and engines for sale in 
Canada. They also set requirements for on-road vehicles and engines being 
imported by individuals. The proposed Regulations specify the classes of on- 
road vehicles and engines that are subject to the emission requirements. These 
classes are aligned with corresponding EPA rules. The prescribed classes are 
“light-duty vehicles”, “light-duty trucks”, “heavy-duty vehicles” and “motor- 
cycles’, as in the past. Two new classes, ““medium-duty passenger vehicles” 
and “complete heavy-duty vehicles’, are added as part of the proposed regula- 
tory framework. Under the proposed Regulations, heavy-duty engines will be 
directly regulated for the first time whereas under the Motor Vehicle Safety Act 
these engines were regulated only when installed in heavy-duty vehicles. The 
new “‘medium-duty passenger vehicle” class is designed to subject larger pas- 
senger vans and sport utility vehicles (SUVs) to the same set of emission stan- 
dards as light-duty vehicles instead of the heavy-duty vehicle emission 
standards. During any phase-in period, every model of vehicle or engine that is 
certified by the EPA and that is sold concurrently in Canada and the United 
States is required to meet the same standard in Canada as it does in the United 
States. The final phased-in standards apply to all vehicles and engines sold in 
Canada in the model year that they apply to 100 percent of a class of vehicles 
or engines in the United States. Vehicles and engines are required to comply 
with emission standards for a defined “full useful life”. (Published in the Can-

Proposed Regulations 


EMPLOYMENT 


Employment Insurance Regulations, amendment, to make a number of clari- 
fications in language.

maiden name of the claimant’s mother as a form of additional security for 
claimants when employment insurance (EI) applications for benefit are filed 
via the Internet; section 92, to make it easier to make changes relating to direct 
deposit of EI payments, to allow claimants to make certain changes by tele- 
phone or electronically, subject to the verification of a claimant’s identity using 
secured pass codes. (Published in the Canada Gazette Part I on April 13, 2002) 


ENVIRONMENT 


Hazardous Materials Information Review Regulations, amendment, to 
introduce provisions that provide further clarity to user fees to be disbursed by 
claimants who avail themselves of the opportunity of obtaining an exemption, 
under the Hazardous Materials Information Review Act (HMIRA), to disclose 
information that is otherwise required to be disclosed by law. The proposed 
changes include client suggestions to improve service delivery by simplifying 
the fee structure and reducing the amount of information to be submitted in 
support of a claim. The proposed Regulations provide for a new fee schedule 
for filing and refiling of both single or grouped claims. The complex grouping 
criterion currently in existence is being replaced, for fee purposes, with a sim- 
pler flat-fee approach based on the notion that a group of claims filed at the 
same time will qualify for a progressive reduction in the fee payable per claim. 
Claims will be categorized as original or refiled and definitions will be 
amended accordingly. Original claims for exemption will be governed by one 
fee schedule while refiled claims for exemption (claims being filed for a second 
time, or more) will be subject to a distinct and lower fee schedule. Under the 
present Regulations, claimants benefit from a volume discount fee when filing 
numerous claims simultaneously. In order to ensure that claimants retain this 
advantage under the new proposed Regulations, a three-tiered fee structure was 
developed allowing claimants to benefit from reduced fees when filing or refil- 
ing numerous claims at once. Claimants will also retain the existing fee reduc- 
tion for small businesses. The proposed amendments will also provide for a 
non-fee-related initiative: the reduction of the current requirements relating to 
the provision of information in support of a claim for exemption. This will be 
achieved by reducing the amount of information to be provided up front by 
claimants, upon filing an original claim or upon refiling a claim. The reduced 
requirements represent the minimum supporting information required to allow 
the decision-maker to assess the validity of a claim while still meeting statutory 
requirements. For those exceptional cases where the information provided 
under the new proposed Regulations will prove to be insufficient, the decision- 
maker will have the ability to request additional information under the 
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HMIRA. Schedule 1, Form 1, of the Regulations is being removed from the 
regulatory realm to allow for greater administrative flexibility and efficiency, 
which will benefit the claimants. All other schedules are being repealed 
because the proposed amendments render them obsolete.(Published in the Can- 
ada Gazette Part I on April 13, 2002) 


Interprovincial Movement of Hazardous Waste Regulations, to set out 
requirements for the manifesting of hazardous waste for the interprovincial 
movements of hazardous wastes and to define waste for the purpose of control- 
ling wastes and recyclable materials as a separate category of dangerous goods. 
The proposed Regulations are required as a consequence of the new Transpor- 
tation of Dangerous Goods Regulations (TDG Regulations), made pursuant to 
the Transportation of Dangerous Goods Act, 1992; these new TDG Regulations 
are scheduled to enter into force on August 15, 2002. (Published in the Canada 
Gazette Part I on April 20, 2002) 


Export and Import of Hazardous Wastes Regulations, amendment, to meet 
international agreements that require that imports and exports of hazardous 
waste be accompanied by a movement document such as a manifest, and 
thereby ensure that international movements of hazardous wastes are properly 
tracked from their point of origin until they are received at a facility that is 
authorized to dispose of or recycle the material in question. (Published in the

The Retail Associa- 
tion Regulations would designate as “retail associations” an organization estab- 
lished under The Cooperative Credit Associations Act (the CCAA), on 
approval of the Minister, that offers financial services to persons and entities 
outside the traditional cooperative movement, including directly to the public, 
thereby enabling such an association to take advantage of various expanded 
powers afforded to retail associations and subjects it to additional consumer 
protection rules and prudential safeguards in the FCA Act. (Published in the 
Canada Gazette Part I on April 13, 2002)

Precursor Control Regulations; Regulations Amending the Regulations 
Exempting Certain Precursors and Controlled Substances from the Appli- 
cation of the Controlled Drugs and Substances Act; and Order Amending 
Schedules V and VI to the Controlled Drugs and Substances Act, to estab- 
lish a regulatory framework which enables Canada to fulfill its international 
obligations with respect to the monitoring and control of precursors and other 
chemicals frequently used in the clandestine production of illicit drugs. Sched- 
ule VI of the Controlled Drugs and Substances Act (CDSA) would be 
expanded to include all precursors listed in the 88 Convention; these sub- 
stances are also included in the schedule to the new Regulations and would be 
removed from the Exemption Regulations as applicable. Two classes of precur- 
sors, Class A and Class B would be established. Class A precursors are essen- 
tial components of illicit substances such as methamphetamine, MDMA 
(ecstasy), cocaine, heroin, LSD, and PCP; Class B precursors are mostly sol- 
vents and reagents used in clandestine manufacturing processes. The Regula- 
tions include an exemption scheme for mixtures or preparations that are shown 
to pose little risk of diversion to clandestine laboratories. Otherwise, the pro- 
posed Regulations include a licence and import/export permit scheme for Class 
A precursors, a registration and export permit scheme for Class B precursors, 
and general record keeping and reporting requirements for both classes. Cur- 
rently, there are no cost recovery provisions in these proposed Regulations; 
however, consideration will be given to implementing a cost recovery program 
for licences and permits within the next years. (Published in the Canada

Order Adding a Toxic Substance to Schedule 1 to the Canadian Environ- 
mental Protection Act, 1999, to propose the addition of Hexachlorobutadiene 
to the List of Toxic Substances in Schedule 1 to the Canadian Environmental 
Protection Act, 1999. A scientific assessment conducted indicates that this sub- 
stance is entering the environment in a quantity or concentration or under con- 
ditions that have or may have an immediate or long-term harmful effect on the 
environment or its biological diversity. Hexachlorobutadiene, or HCBD, has 
never been commercially produced in Canada. Formerly, the substance was 
imported into Canada for use as a solvent, but it is no longer imported. (Pub- 
lished in the Canada Gazette Part I on June 1, 2002) 


Export of Substances Under the Rotterdam Convention Regulations, to 
permit Canada to implement the Rotterdam Convention on the Prior Informed 
Consent (PIC) Procedure for Certain Hazardous Chemicals and Pesticides in 
International Trade. The main purpose of the proposed Regulations is to ensure 
that chemicals and pesticides subject to the PIC procedure are not exported to 
parties to the Convention, unless the importing Party has provided its “prior 
informed consent” to the shipment. Canada has also undertaken to ensure that 
Canadian exporters respect any conditions imposed on the importation of these 
substances. The proposed Regulations will establish conditions that will apply 
to the export of substances on Schedule 3 to the Act (the Export Control List).

Cross-border Currency and Monetary Instruments Reporting Regula- 
tions & Proceeds of Crime (Money Laundering) and Terrorist Financing 
Regulations, amendment, to implement Part I of the Proceeds of Crime 
(Money Laundering) and Terrorist Financing Act (PCMLTFA), which requires 
persons to report to Canada Customs and Revenue Agency (CCRA) customs 
officers the importation or exportation of large amounts of currency and mone- 
tary instruments. The requirements apply whether the currency or monetary 
instruments are brought across the border by the importer/exporter himself or 
herself (e.g., carried in baggage) or they are imported or exported by mail, cou- 
rier or by any other means. An individual carrying a large amount of currency 
or monetary instruments will therefore have to file a report to Canadian cus- 
toms when he or she enters or leaves Canada. The proposed Regulations define 
the term “monetary instruments” which includes, among other things, stocks, 
bonds, bank drafts and traveller’s cheques. They prescribe the reporting thresh- 
old, which is set at $10,000, and the form and manner for reporting to CCRA. 
They also provide for exceptions from reporting (e.g., where currency or mon- 
etary instruments are brought into Canada, but Canada is a transit point rather 
than the final destination). The proposed Regulations also set at up to 30 days 
the period for which a customs officer is authorized to retain currency or mone- 
tary instruments that a person has declared, but in respect of which a report has 
not yet been completed. They also prescribe administrative penalties from $250 
to $5,000 payable to retrieve seized currency or monetary instruments, pro- 
vided they are not suspected of being linked to money laundering or terrorist 
financing. The proposed Regulations also include technical amendments to the 
Proceeds of Crime (Money Laundering) and Terrorist Financing Regulations, 
to eliminate duplicate provisions and thereby clarify the coming into force date 
of certain provisions of these Regulations. (Published in the Canada Gazette

International Boundary Waters Regulations, to establish a licencing system _International 
for projects affecting waters running along the Canada-United States boundary Boundary Waters 
and rivers flowing into Canada, and (b) prohibit out-of-basin removals from Treaty Act 
those boundary waters. The proposed regulations outline the information that is 

to be included in a licence application and oblige the Minister of Foreign 

Affairs to include applicable conditions in a licence. The proposals elaborate 

on the prohibition contained in the Act by: limiting the prohibition to removals 

of waters in bulk; defining bulk water removals as any removals that exceed 50 

000 litres per day or removals by diversion; and defining the water basins to 

which the removal prohibition applies. The proposed regulations ensure that 

minor removals that may technically fit within the prohibition are excluded 

from its application for health, safety and humanitarian reasons. These include 

ballast water, water used for people or goods aboard a conveyance or for the 

operation of the conveyance, and water used for firefighting or humanitarian 

purposes. The Regulations make clear that the prohibition applies to both 

treated and untreated water but does not apply to water contained in manufac- 

tured products leaving the basin, including beverages in bottles or packages.

While zaleplon, zolpidem, and zop- 

iclone have a chemical structure that is unrelated to the benzodiazepines, they 

have similar pharmacological properties. Clinical studies have indicated that 

these drugs also have an abuse potential comparable to benzodiazepine and 

benzodiazepine-like hypnotics among known sedative users. (Published in the

National Parks Fishing Regulations, amendment, to adapt to changing cir- 
cumstances related to the protection of fish resources in the national parks and 
to address inconsistencies found in the text. Amendments are also proposed to 
adapt to the new terminology used in the Canada National Parks Act, which 
came into force on February 19, 2001. The changes include: introduction of a 
daily catch and possession limit of one for Arctic charr and one for lake trout, 
as well as an aggregate daily catch and possession limit of three for all species 
of fish in Aulavik National Park of Canada; prohibition of ice fishing in Cape 
Breton Highlands National Park of Canada; provisions to permanently close 
certain waters to fishing, particularly for Atlantic salmon, in Fundy National 
Park of Canada; closure of non-tidal waters of Gwaii Haanas National Park 
Reserve to fishing; some restriction of fishing opportunities during spawning 
periods for the native fish populations in Jasper National Park, an expansion of 
fishing opportunities for the Park’s non-native fish, and proposed changes to 
the open seasons and daily catch and possession limits in the park; introduction 
of a program for managing Kouchibouguac National Park of Canada’s soft- 
shell clam resource, including re-opening some sand bars to fishing along with 
mandatory reporting of catches; limited ice fishing in Lake Audy, in Riding 
Mountain National Park; and introduction of a daily catch and possession limit 
of one for Arctic charr, broad whitefish and lake trout, and three for grayling in 
Tuktut Nogait National Park. (Published in the Canada Gazette Part I on June 
29, 2002) 


TRANSPORTATION 


Canadian Aviation Regulations (Part III), amendment, and Canadian Avia- 
tion Regulations (Part VI), amendment, to amend Part III (Aerodromes and 
Airports) section 303.04 (Hours of Operation of an Aircraft Fire-fighting Ser- 
vice) and Part VI (General Operating and Flight Rules) section 602.96 (Gen- 
eral) to clarify the circumstances under which an aircraft which would 
otherwise require a fire-fighting service to be available may be operated at a 
designated airport (one of the 28 airports listed in the Schedule to Sub-part 3 of 
Part III) when such a service is not provided. The proposed introduction of a 
new subsection to section 602.96 will set forth the responsibilities of a flight 
crew member and an air operator or a private operator with respect to the provi- 
sions of section 303.04. In addition, these proposed amendments include a 
request to add “rescue” to the title of Subpart 3 (Aircraft Fire Fighting at Air- 
ports and Aerodromes) of Part III of the Canadian Aviation Regulations 
(CARs). They, also, propose to amend other sections of Subpart 3 to ensure 
information related to any deficiencies in the aircraft fire-fighting (AFF) ser- 
vice is disseminated promptly, and to ease the requirements bearing on the pro- 
vision of AFF service, where possible. (Published in the Canada Gazette Part I

transit visa) or the person may be granted entry to Canada without the require- 
ment of a visa but is required to hold a visa to enter the United States; is holder 
of a travel document for permanent residents or for refugees issued by Canada; 
has been charged in the United States or in a third country with an offence that 
could subject the claimant to the death penalty; is a national, or who, not hav- 
ing a country of nationality, is a habitual resident of a country in respect to 
which the Minister has imposed a stay on enforcement of removal orders.

Access to Basic Banking Services Regulations, Foreign Institutions Subject 
to Canadian Residency Requirements Regulations (Insurance Compa- 
nies), and Foreign Institutions Subject to Canadian Residency Require- 
ments Regulations (Trust and Loan Companies), to implement changes to 
the regulatory framework for the financial services sector.

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certain government cheques. The two other Regulations allow Canadian insur- ( 
ers and trust and loan companies owned by foreign financial holding compa- 

nies to meet a requirement that only 50 percent of their board be Canadian 

residents, putting these institutions on an equal footing with Canadian insurers 

and trust and loan companies owned by foreign financial institutions. (Pub- 

lished in the Canada Gazette Part I on November 30, 2002) 


TRANSPORTATION 


Regulations Amending the Canadian Aviation Regulations (Part V), to Aeronautics Act 
clarify certain existing requirements and introduce a record keeping require- 
ment for approved maintenance organizations (AMOs). A proposed amend- 
ment to section 571.02 will specify that, when a measuring device or test 
equipment is being used and calibration requirements have been published by 
the manufacturer of the device or equipment, the person who is using the 
device or equipment must ensure that it is calibrated by means traceable to a 
national standard.

A proposed edito- 
rial change in section 571.06 (Repairs and Modifications) will replace the pro- 
vision that prohibits the making of a part to be offered for sale by stating 
specifically that a part may only be made for installation by the person or orga- 
nization who made the part. The proposed revisions to Schedule II of Subpart 
71 will detail what work on avionics equipment and in the maintenance of 
instruments is not considered to be specialized maintenance and, therefore, 
need not be performed in accordance with the provisions of section 571.04. An 
information note will be added to Standard section 571.04 (Specialized Main- 
tenance) to clarify the proposed revisions to Schedule II with respect to avion- 
ics equipment. A proposed new section 573.15 (Technical Records) with an  f 


accompanying Standard section 573.15 will introduce a requirement for an 
AMO certificate holder to maintain records for work which is performed by the 
organization on aeronautical products. The records will have to be kept for at 
least two years beginning on the date that the maintenance release was signed. 
The accompanying Standard will set forth the details of which records must be 
retained and under what conditions. At present, there is no requirement under 
the CARs or associated standards for AMOs to retain records of the work 
which they perform on aeronautical products. (Published in the Canada Gazette

Solvent Degreasing Regulations, to reduce releases of trichloroethylene Canadian Environ- 
(TCE) and tetrachloroethylene (PERC) into the environment from solvent mental Protection 
degreasing facilities using more than | 000 kilograms of TCE and PERC per Act, 1999 
year. These proposed Regulations would establish tradable allowances for the 

use of TCE and PERC in solvent degreasing operations that exceed the 1 000 

kilograms threshold per year. When the proposed Regulations come into force, 

affected solvent degreasing users who wish to continue using these solvents 

will require an annual allowance. This allowance will be based on historical 

use. Prior to these proposed Regulations coming into force, the Government 

will calculate for each affected user a baseline for TCE and PERC, based on 

average use during three consecutive calendar years between January 1, 1994 

and December 31, 2002. This baseline will be determined from data submitted 

by users. The baseline will be used to calculate each affected solvent 

degreaser’s annual allowance. The allowance for the 2004, 2005, and 2006 cal- 

endar years would be frozen at this level. The allowance for 2007 and subse- 

quent years would be reduced by 65 percent. No allowance would be issued 

without a baseline. As noted, any quantity of solvent recycled or reclaimed on- 

site would not be considered as a quantity used under the allowance. Addition- 

ally, unexpended allowances could be transferred between users following 

notification of the proposed transfer. Affected solvent degreasing users will be 

required to report the quantities of TCE and PERC used or transferred to other 

users in their annual reports. They would also be required to maintain and keep 

records as required. Sellers of these solvents would be required to submit 

annual reports on sales of TCE and PERC to all solvent degreasers and main- 

tain required records.

The 
MDB face would be located 50 mm lower than the face of the barrier required 
by U.S Federal Motor Vehicle Safety Standard (FMVSS) 214, Side Impact Pro- 
tection to simulate pre-crash braking. U.S. Federal Motor Vehicle Safety Stan- 
dard (FMVSS) 214, Side Impact Protection. It also proposes the adoption of 
the same-side-impact test procedure as the one specified i in FMVSS 214. This 
is intended to provide a more realistic test, thus increasing safety while reduc- 
ing testing costs. In addition, this amendment proposes a revision to the mov- 
ing barrier tire specifications for CMVSS 301.1 and 301.2. The proposed 
upgraded tire specifications are either P215/75R15 tires, inflated to 221 kPa, or 
P205/75R15 tires, inflated to 207 kPa. The final decision on the size of the tires 
to be specified will be made based on the comments received following pre- 
publication in the Canada Gazette.
